Paris, Nov. 3.—A lasting interna- 


tional peace can be made possible 
only by the foundation of a\societ> 
of nations whose guiding principle 
shall be tne settlement of difficulties 
by law and not by force, declares a 
resomtion adopted by the congress 
of the League of Rights of man in 
session here 
The resolution fram- 


ed and approved after lengthy dis- 
cussion says: 


"This society shall be based upon 


the recommendation of the -right of 
nations great and small to indepen- 
dence, upon the institution of com- 
pulsory arbitration applicable to a'l 
internal conflicts without exception 
and reserve and upon the organiza- 
tion of international forces capable 
of repressing by appropriate penal- 
ties all attempts at revolt or aggres- 
sion. 


' To insure lasting peace in the 


future the treaty must not contain 
germs of war or revenge. 


"Justice requires that the future 


peace treaty shall provide penalties 
against the responsible authors of 
war and punishment to those who 
wage •war in defiance of the law of 
the nation; that states who are ag- 
gressors shall make reparation pro- 
portionate to the enormous damage 
done, and finally, systems of guar- 
antees which without infringing the 
principles announced above and not- 
ably without having recourse to to 
forcibl4 annexation shall safeguard 
the world against further 
aggres- 


sion." 


Finally the congress, taking note 


of declarations 
made by 
entente 


statesmen, expresses the hope that 
to give the world an earnest view of 
their designs the allied governments 
will decide to submit all their event- 
ual conflicts to arbitration and form 


a federation among themselves 
as 


the first outline of a future society 
of nations, welcoming the adhesion 
thereto of all states, small and great 
•who remained outside the struggle 
who'shall bind themselves to observe 
the conditions of the pact and guar- 
antee the rights of each 
by 
the 


forces of all.
